I want to ask why just 
one single lonely State 
League coach attended the 
clinic conducted for the 
Victorian Soccer Coaches 
Association on January 
17, by Dettmar Cramer, 
the leading F.I.F.A. coach. 


I believe that every single 
member of every State League 
club not represented will also 
want to ask why. 


An opportunity such as this only 
comes by every two or three years 
and to waste it is not, just an insult 
to Mr. Cramer, but serves to indi- 
cate quite clearly to the paying 
public just how little interest our 
top coaches seem to have in im- 
proving their skills to the advantage 
of soccer in this city, 


T suppose we should be thankful 
at least that the unsung and unpaid 
coaches from the Metropolitan, Dis- 
trict and Junior Leagues were there, 
eager to learn and carry the flag, 
but it is just not good enough. 


In a recent Soccer News article, 
former Melbourne coach Jim Adam 
said: “Despite Cramer’s many admi- 
rable qualities, even he would find 
difficulty in being fecognised in 
victoria as a genuine and dedicated 
coach.” 


Mr. Adam went on to say that 
“throughout the world there. are 
many such good talkers enjoying 
prestige positions — but they have 
ittle to offer the professional soccer 
player —. they only serve to leave 
your head swimming in confusion”. 


Now, many of us reading those 
remarks could be forgiven for 
assuming that Jim Adam had spent 
many hours with Mr. Cramer, 
studying his technique, listening 
carefully and watching with eager 
eyes. 


But we would be wrong. 


Jim Adam was not present at the 
coaching sessions, did not attend 
the training film shows given by 
Dettmar Cramer and met him only 
briefly during the time he spent in 
Melbourne. 


So on what basis does Jim Adam 
presume to write what purports to 
be an informed review of the 
Cramer tour. 


To imply, as Jim Adam did, that 
Dettmar Cramer could not hoid 
down a job as a State League coach 
is to miss the point completely. 


Cramer is a coaches’ coach. It's

rather like saying a university pro- 
fessor would make a hash of teach- 
ing second form juniors. True, per- 
haps, but this shows a complete 
lack of understanding of Cramer's 
function and purpose. 


I believe Jim Adam’s article is 
full of muddled thinking and only 
serves to underline the fact that 
we appear not to have enough 
coaches in Victoria with sufficient 
ability to understand the degree of 
theoretical knowledge behind the 
“game and the intricacies of modern 
tactics, although our Metro. and 
Junior coaches seem willing at least 
to give it a try. 


Clubs to 
blame 


Our State League coaches obvi- 


* ously feel, either that they have a 


superior degree of knowledge to 
that of Mr. Cramer, or this type of 
specialised knowledge has _ little 
application and is of little value to 
the class of soccer played in Vic. 
toria. Or, alternatively,’ they are 
just not interested. I'm just not 
sure which applies. 


Maybe we can’t entirely blame 
the coaches, The clubs themselves 
must carry some of the responsibi- 
lity for this fiasco. 


At a time when top clubs all over 
the world recognise that their suc- 
cess depends heavily on their having 
the best coach, this cold fact has 
still not registered in Australia. 


We have a situation where even 
a modest player takes home more 
money than:his coach and so per- 
haps it's true we get the talent we 
deserve, 


Of course, some clubs have 
recognised this need for better 
coaching standards and done some- 
thing about it and seen it pay off. 


But, at a time when week after 
week sees the arrival of yet another 
layer from overseas, I cannot but 
look forward to the day when good 
coaches arrive as regularly. Then 
we will have learned a little wisdom. 
Then and only then will the game 
have reached a level of maturity 
that will ensure its growth and 
success. 


The initiative in this direction 
must clearly come from our major 
State League clubs, Only they have 
the financial capability to afford this 
necessity of life, but today too many 
of them regard it as a luxury. 


The Rumania - Victoria game 
showed just what a good coach can 
do with the sort of honest, but 
limited, football talent we have 
available. 


Zvonimir Rasic, acting on advice 
Teceived in a five-page confidential 
letter from Adelaide, on the basis 
of his own observations of the 
Middle Park match and finally with 
the help of an interstate telephone 
call’ from another contact, plotted 
out a successful counter-strategy 
that almost gave Victoria the game. 


It certainly gave Victoria a moral 
victory in the tactical battle — a 
sfact generously admitted by the 
Rumanian team manager just prior 
to his leaving Melbourne. 


Must master 
his craft 


Coaching is a complex subject 
and I don’t pretend to be an expert, 
but I do know it is not just simply 
& matter of getting the boys fit, 
neither is it sufficient to teach skil- 
fully the purely mechanical ele- 
ments of the game, kicking and 
heading. 


Jim Adam states that the theore- 
tical and hypothetical knowledge of 
the complexities of the modern 
game .leave your head swimming 
and their only value is the hollow 
feeling you get after the session; 
whatever that may mean. 


But. surely that is what it is all 
about, unless a coach can master 
his craft in all areas he is not a 
coach. 


To put this theory into practice 
and express it in direct and practi- 
cal match terms, this is the job of 
a good coach. 


The 10 hours that Rasic spent 
battling out the Victorian tactics for 
the Rumanian game were 10 hours 
well spent. 


He didn’t have to do it, but he 
did, because he cares. 


The others? Well, perhaps that’s 
it, they don’t and that’s why they 
weren't at the Clinic.
